When frost is imminent and protec- 
tion is not possible or practicable, veg- 
tables likely to be injured should be 
gathered and canned, dried, pickled, 
preserved or stored. Those that can 
not be saved from exposure to freezing 
should, if possible, be gathered before 
thawing takes place. on the case of 
potatoes, especially sweet potatoes, all 
vines should be cut off at the surface 
ground after the occurrence of 
frost. 


‘Tomatoes may be pulled up, plants 
and all, and hung tops downward in a 
dark place, preferably a cellar. When 
treated in this way the fruit will ripen 
nicely and slowly and = will be avail- 
able for table use for a long time after 
the plants have been removed from the 
soil. Fruit that is very immature should 
be removed from the vines and may 
be used for pickling or in other ways. 
If facilities for hanging the vines are 
lacking, the tomatoes nearing full 
growth will ripen satisfactorily if 
wrapped separately in paper and stored 
in a dark place. 


Many vegetables such as cabbage 
and turnips, are not harmed by or- 
dinary frost and need no special pro- 
tection.

How to Choose Protein Foods 


Since protein is one of the most im- 
portant food elemets which the body 
needs and in most forms is expensive, 
housewives should take particular care 
in the selection of foods rich in pro- 
tein in order that they may provide 
this substance in their diet economical- 


ly, say specialists of the U. S. depart- 
ment of agriculture. The principles 
underlying the choice of such foods

are discussed in Farmers’ 
“Foods Rich in Protein,” 
lished by the department. Protein, the 
bulletin points out, the onlv form 
in which the very important element 
nitrogen is furnished to the human body. 
The substance is absolutely necessary for 
the building and repair of body tissues. 


Is 


The best known foods rich in pro- 
tein include meats, fish, eggs, milk, 
cheese, legumes, nuts, ete. The pro- 


teins of the different foods vary some- 
what in character. It does not make 
|} much difference from which materials 
older persons get their supply of pro- 
tein, though a variety of kinds usually is 
considered desirable. In the case of 
children, however, milk is the very 
best source of protein. 

Housewives may solve the problem 
of furnishing the needed protein of 
the diet economically, says the bulle- 
tin, by learning how much protein is 
provided by the different kind’ of food 
and then choosing the kinds which 
will furnish what the family needs for 
comparatively low cost and with little 
waste. For the assistance of house- 
wives in making such comparisons, 
tables giving the amount of the protein 
in a pound of various protein-rich 
foods, and also the percentage of pro- 
tein in the different foods are included 
in the bulletin. 

In discussing the relation of the pro- 
tein food consumed to bodily health, 
the bulletin points out that healthy 
persons should not make the mistake 


of assuming that it is necessary to 
measure their food as carefully as a 
doctor measures his medicine or even 
the food which he prescribes for an in- 
valid. If the body is in good condi- 
tion it adapts itself to the ordinary 
variations in its food supply. The 
danger comes when, day in and day 
out, the body gets too much or too lit- 
tle food, or when the kinds provided are 
not the most suitable. While there is 
no need to measure exactly how much 
protein is obtained with every meal, if 
the diet as a whole is to be healthful 
and economical the person who plans it 
ought to know in a general way how 
much protein and other nutrients are 
needed and how much is contained in the 
different food materials, and then choose 
accordingly. The bulletin contains 
recipes for the preparation of economical 
dishes rich in protein.—Lawrence Tele- 
gram

The 
merchants who have been giving $7 are 
doing so no longer, and there seems to be 
no inclination to stock up as in previous 
years. Shore fish is still holding at 
$9.50 to $10.—St. John’s Trade Re- 
view.

An enormous fish harvester estimated 
to be capable of capturing and deliv- 
ering to the deck of its vessel 300 
tons of fish in a 10-hour period of opera- 
tion is a recent invention which Popular 
Mechanics Magazine for October il- 
lustrates. It consists of a specially con- 
structed boat of odd lines. equipped at 
its prow with a large adjustable steel 
trap which ensnares the fish and leads 
them to a conveyor. The harvester 
would be used at night and its work 
aided by searchlights. The projectors 
would illuminate a triangular area ex- 
tending far in advance of the craft, 
which is designed to travel at a speed of 
about 10 miles an hour. The fish, the 
inventor points out, attracted by the 
light, would congregate in large num- 
bers in the direct path of the boat. 
Lack of illumination immediately in 
front of the trap would momentarily 
confuse them and cause them to be 
guided by the walls to the rapidly mov- 
ing conveyor.

In the after- 
noon, demonstrations of the cold-pack 
method of canning will be given by sev- 
eral girls of the canning clubs in the 
domestic science room of the eld Pun- 
chard School, now used as the com- 
munity canning kitchen. All who visited 
the school garden exhibition were 
greatly interested in the work done in 
canning by the young girls of Andover 
this summer. Many of the girls have 
canned the products of their own 
gardens. 

Miss Norris will be assisted in judg- 
ing the work of the girls by one of the 
teachers of the Essex County Agricul- 
tural School, and the following bases of 
scoring will be used: 

Quality, 40 points 

Quantity, 30 points 

Variety, 15 points 

Reports written of 
canning, 15 points. 

Club members receiving the highest 
score in the state are asked to send 
samples of their canned products to 
the State Exhibits. 

It is hoped that many of the Andover 
club members will receive this score. 

A canning banner will be presented to 
the club of six or more members who 
finish the contest with 100 — record. 
This means that every club of six or more 
members must carry through to the 
end the following requirements. 

1. Members must exhibit at least 
six sample jars of their canned products, 
the variety being three vegetables, two 
fruits, and one green. 

2. At the end of the contest one re- 
port is required, giving variety of prod- 
ucts canned, the quantity and value in 
dollars and cents of each jar. 

3. Each member must write a story of 
experiences in the club work to be in the 
hands of the Junior Extension Office, 
M. A. C., Amherst, Mass., by Novem- 
ber 1. 

Parents and friends ate cordially in- 
vited to attend the exhibition. Besides 
the ribbons and pins given by the state, 
a few prizes will be given by the Ando- 
ver associations, for the best and largest 
collections.

| the people through the heat, light, and 
; power it may produce, but- the great 
; totals in this section are almost entirely 
| applied to the making of a stupendous 
| tonnage of steel and iron with which the 
} world is being reconstructed to-day, and 
| for which there will be an increasing | 
| demand in the years soon to come. 
| A center though Cléveland and Buf- 
| falo are for the enormous traffic in coal 
| which the great Middle West knows so 
; intimately, people there are just as dis- 
| turbed as the eastern people are, over 
the possibilities of a coal famine during 
| the coming winter, and one can’t help, 
as he notices the fleets of vessels “* passing 
by” these ports with cargoes bound for 
Canadian ports, there to be reshipped, 
whether we are fully to perform our 
task of balancing the conditions which 
make us not only give generously of our 
rch stores to the nations abroad, but 
| which require that charity may begin 
at home in the coal supply and food 
| supply. 

The above thought is even more em- | 
phasized in connection with the situa- | 
| tion found at the big grain-handling 
| port of Buffalo, where it was hoped to

life of that city, and where it was hoped 
to see the elevator associated with the 
modern grain carrying vessel giving a 
| demonstration of efficiency in this“re-

Not a single boat was to be found at 
any of the elevators in Buffalo on Fri- | 
day morning, September fourteenth. 
Further, not a single grain elevator that 
was in operation could be found as a 
demonstrator of grain handling effi- 
ciency, and this notwithstanding that 
the big crop has been raised, normal 
conditions would have business moving 
in big volume, while abnormal condi- 
tions required even bigger volume if the 
world is to be fed by America. A dozen 
different answers to this situation may 
be given, and many have been given by 
the press during the past few days, but

| reason why we are not getting the move-

Back through New York City found 
the world’s biggest and livest centre

business which is being created by the 
service demanded of the United States 
in the present emergency. But how- 
ever much we may conjecture, the re- 
sult remains the same, and “via New 
York” holds the centre of American 
business life as never before. Miles and 
miles of loaded freight cars wait for 
opportunity to move through New York 
which might, if it were desired, move in 
any one of a half dozen other ways to 
reach their destination. 

Millions of tons of freight lie on New 
York piers and in the lighters in New

side of the river, then on the other. We 
hesitate here in this state to spend a 
million dollars.. We are appalled when 
somebody proposes nine million dol- 
lars, and yet New York provides with- 
out a murmur, ninety million dollars, 
and before they are through, ten times 
that sum will be spent to keep the 
world’s biggest port ahead of all other 
shipping centres. 

Just a word in closing relative to food 
conservation, saving the coal, and the 
general problent of “United States 
hysterical.” Out of the harbor after 
sunset the lights begin to blaze, and soon 
millions of little flickers hold one almost 
entranced until the thought comes that 
back of all this is “coal consumption.” 
Dreamily one sits and thinks for a 
moment, and then for relief turns to 
the first Boston paper seen for a half 
dozen days, and there in big letters 
finds that the local fuel saving commit- 
tee admonishes the New England people 
not to start their furnaces until Novem- 
ber first, not to have their houses heated 
above 65 degrees, and not to have their 
furnaces bury beyond May first. No 
provisos, simply a deadly, direct order 
based upon a serious coal situation. 
Turn over the pages of the next paper at 
hand and the apostle of all conservation 
at Washington, in Hooveresque lan- 
guage announces that there shall be one 
meatless day, two wheatless days, and 
various other sorts of “less’’ days per 
week, if we are not to suffer the tortures 
of hunger before the year comes around 
again. Pretty tough; dreaming is for- 
saken, and the eyes are raised to see a 
mockery to it all in the far distance, 
brighter than all others, where an en- 
ormous illuminated sign that can be 
seen for miles, tells of a cracker bakery 
using almost entirely the precious wheat 
that is to be saved, with the name of the 
maker, and the “sunshine” that it 
gives forth, blazing out of every window 
illuminated by a frame of electric lights, 
all burning precious coal that is to be 
conserved, in the most foolish display 
of electric advertising to be seen in 
New York harbor. Verily there are 
many other coal bins to be conserved 
and many other flour barrels to be 
watched, than those in the humble home 
on Pie Alley or the modern kitchen in 
the well conducted American hotel.

The Potato Comes Back 

The huge potato crop which the Fed- 
eral forecast indicates will be produced 
in the United States this year means that 
important food staple will be cheaper, 
and makes it possible, says the United 
States Department of Agriculture, for 
American families that had to cut down 
on potato consumption because of high 
prices to restore the tuber to a promin- 
ent place on their bill of fare. 

The department forecast, based on 
reliable estimates from all parts of the 
country, places the total potato yield at 
more than 467 million bushels as com- 
pared with. 285 million in 1916 and 360 
million in 1915. Potatoes of the cur- 
rent season are already in the market 
in large quantities and, since the early 
harvest tubers can not be kept easily, 
should be eaten more abundantly now 
if spoilage is to be avoided. 

Next to the breadstuffs potatoes are 
the most important food crop of the 
western nations, the department points 
out. They are all the more important 
now that the world’s wheat supply is 
short, since they furnish starch, the 
principal food element contributed by 
bread, and so may be substituted in 
part for bread. 

It is no hardship to Americans, says 
the department, to eat freely of pota- 
toes; rather, it has been a hardship to 
them during the past half year to 
forego somewhat the use of this common 
food. 


Store Potatoes Early 

A more general use of potatoes to cut 
the consumption of flour and meat will 
be urged by the Food Administration in 
a campaign to be conducted through the 
grocery trade. Consumers everywhere 
will be asked to store enough potatoes 
in their homes during October and 
November to carry them through the 
winter. 

The plan was proposed by the Food 
Administration Retail Food Committee, 
which comprises a score of representa- 
tive wholesale and retail grocers, and 
is intended to avoid a repetition of last 
winter’s unfortunate experience when 
potatoes reached an abnormal figure, 
because transportation facilities were 
not available.

SUFFRAGE NEWS 


Senator Poindexter Urges Federal 
Suffrage Amendment 


In connection with the war revenue 
bill, Senator Poindexter, of Washington, 
in a statement to the National American 
Woman Suffrage Association, urges 
the early passage of the federal woman 
suffrage amendment. The taxation of 
women without allowing them repre- 
sentation in the law-making body, Sen- 
ator Poindexter characterizes as “‘ut- 
terly unjust and illogical,” and he de- 
clares that ‘we ought to lose no time in 
remedying this injustice.” 

The lowering of the income tax ex- 
emption in the war revenue bill, in Sen- 
ator Poindexter’s opinion, emphasizes 
the justice of women’s demand for 
national enfranchisement, for, as he 
points out, with a tax on incomes down 
as low as $1000 per year, nearly half a 
million wage-earning women will be 
affected, in addition to the 23,000 women 
who have already been paying taxes 
on their incomes under the existing 
law. His statement in full is as fol- 
lows: 

“The levying of approximately two 
billion dollars of war revenue chiefly 
upon individual and corporate incomes, 
and earnings of railroad and industrial 
stocks, large proportions of which belong 
to women, gives renewed emphasis 
to the justice of the appeal of women 
for the right to vote. The great major- 
ity of women of the country are res- 
ponding, not only with their money, but 
by their personal service and sacri- 
fices, with the utmost devotion, to the 
needs of the country in this vital crisis 
which involves its very existence. All 
of this should remind us that while 
we call upon women to sustain the Gov- 
ernment, not only by the work that 
they do in normal times of peace, at 
home, in the office, and factories, but 
for extraordinary services and sacrifices 
in time of war, we deny them the chief 
functions of citizenship. It is utterly 
unjust and illogical. 

“It is estimated that some 500,000 
women earn incomes of more than $1,000 
and that approximately 23,000 women 
paid an income tax in 1915. We are 
enacting the rules and fixing the amount 
of these taxes, and the sources from 
which they shall be drawn, without 
giving the women any voice in the matter 
at all, so far as those states are concerned 
which still deny them the right to vote. 

“We ought not to lose any time in 
remedying this injustice.” 


Canada Women Win Vote 


About six hundred thousand women 
are enfranchised through the war-time 
measure just passed by the Canadian 
Parliament. This is a good, big, ad- 
dition to the electorate, and may well 
inspire the suffragists of the United 
States. The gains in woman suffrage are 
steady in their onward sweep. While 
Maine failed to enfranchise about one 
hundred and fifty thousand women, 
Canada offset this by the admissionof 
six hundred thousand women voters. 
This is the biggest victory achieved by 
woman suffrage in an English speaking 
country. . 


Hawaii Leading 


Without debate or protest, Senator 
Shafroth’s bill authorizing the Hawaii 
legislature to confer woman suffrage, 
passed the Senate. The bill gives the 
vote to women who have property and 
other qualifications required of men in 
that Territory. Hawaii’s record is 
noteworthy. She more than exceeded 
her quota of enlistments and is leading 
in making the world safe for democracy. 


ANTI-SUFFRAGE NOTES 


A writer in the Boston Transcript 
of September 12, has the following very 
pertinent observations in regard to 
Maine’s lack of interest in.woman suf- 
frage: 

““Governor Milliken and most of the 
political leaders of Maine, both Repub- 
lican and Democratic, advocated woman 
suffrage, United States Senator Fred- 
erick Hale being reckoned as opposed. 
The result is to strengthen the belief 
that Senator Hale is not merely the son 
of former United States Senator Eugene 
Hale and the grandson of the late Uni- 
ted States Senator Zachariah Chandler 
of Michigan, but is himself an astute 
politician. 

“One element which has been largely 
over-looked is the indifference of the 
women themselves. A dressmaker in 
one of the larger Maine villages, a 
woman who meets the other women and 
knows what they have on their minds, 
summed up the situation last year in 
the remark: ‘I don’t know any women 
who want to vote except a few who 
make a lot of talk about it. Themost of 
us find other things more interesting.’ 

“That was an essentially feminine 
observation, but in the light of Monday’s 
vote it reads like a prophecy by one who 
knew. The women are more interested 
in something else. No man who knows 
the people of Maine has any idea that 
the husbands and sons and fathers and 
brothers will deny the ballot to their 
wives and mothers and daughters and 
sisters when those women ask for it. 
When that time comes the men will ex- 
ercise discretion and let the women 
vote.” 


“The Maine soldier boys in camp 
voted against suffrage by a bigger 
ratio than the folks at home did—and 
that result may give a hint as to why 


from such an accusation! We consider 
ourselves quite up to the standard, and 
anti-suffragists propose to. maintain 
their position by keeping out of poli- 
tics. “It is by physical, intellectual and 
moral education that our citizenship is 
gradually improved and here woman’s 
opportunities are supreme.” 

Mr. Bangs’ main argument seemed to 
be the “disinfecting” of the voting- 
booth by the presence of women, citing 
Colorado and: California as examples. 
On the day after election the San Fran- 
cisco Examiner said “McDonough Bro- 
thers had several automobiles busy all 
day long hauling Barbary Coast dance 
hall girls and the inmates of houses on 
Commercial .street to the different 
booths, and always the women were 
supplied with marked sample ballots.”
